One of them wae:a noted 
gambler of that city-^Berry Amos, 
whom a' local paper'deacribefl J as a fine- 
looking man, at least so for as the anin 
mal part was concerned, .tafl",. erect; • 
brood-chested, and uiuseularj'wkh' stuV- 
dylower• limbs;'and ibrawn^arms, and' 
ull well rounded, he presonted to the 
ioye the^very'persbnifieution ef physical 
ptrbhgth "and mdnly' vigor;;•'••< Another 
•was a boon companion, and. the third 
iwas Sam1 McDonald. iThbi.'first two 
were atithe bar taking a drink together, 
land'the > third' suddenly aros* from 'his 
johair'and stabbed: the gambler to the 
heart. Tho; murder ia said, to Lave 
been done out of mere wantonness, 
The:murderer was besotted with liquor, 
and had a bowie-knife in his pocket. 
Rising from-his''scat in aleholic dcli- 
riutn, he singled his victim out simply 
because he was the 'taller man of the 
crowd bcforo him. There is said to 
have been nociiuse for quarrel between 
the two, and: that it is not probable the 
drunken man' cherished any malacc 
whatever toward Ilia victim or any other 
person : in the .party. Such are the 
circumstances of one scene in this life 
drama of which we write; the, next 
must be left to tho records of the courts 
to tell; and of that .which,preceded !the: 
bloody tragedy in its course wo may 
briefly allude, tjo here: 


,;Sam McDonald was:the wm.of.a- very; 


wealthy man in Baltimore, whose fami- 
ly occupied the highest social position 
in that city. 
He himself was sent 


abroad to be educated, and spent sever- 
al years at one of the schools in Eng- 
land. 
While still abroad'his father 


died, leaving his immense fortune to be 
divided between his son and p daugh- 
ter, [his only children. 
Young Mc- 


'Donald's portion was something over a 
half: million ^dollars, .and, with proper 
management would soon have advanced 
very greatly in value. 
Soon after his 


father's death the young man attained 
his majority. 
The family residence, 


just out of Baltimore, is one of the fin- 
es in the country. 
Here (in the night 


of his twenty-first birthday he gave a 
grand dinner to various friends in the 
loity, and the celebration is said :to have 
been carried out in a style of almost un- 
paralleled magnificence. 
The spacious 


grounds were ablaze with light, and a 
fountain ran champaign through the 
yard. 
The night closed with an orgie 


of wine-drinking, in which an amazing 
quantity, was consumed. 
Thug he 


started out upon a career of dissipation 
which has hurried him in four years— 
he is;now but twenty-five—to the hor. 
rible tragedy of last Wednesday night. 


Young McDonald at this age was an 


extraordinary specimen of manly beau- 
ty. He was over six feet tall, straight 
as an arrow, broad chested and muscu- 
lar, yet/graceful and agile as an athlete. 
A wealth of flaxen hair, and a broad 
fair forehead, deep blue eyes, and a no- 
ble mouth, with features perfectly clas- 
sic in their outline—he was a perfect 
ype of the Anglo-Saxon. And to this 
,he exuberant spirits which always at- 
;end "good health, and that nameless 


gn'etism which so few men possess,
